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A MINE ON FIRE. 


LOWER LEVELS OF THE GOULI) A 
CURRY ABLAZE. 


Fifteen M iners Imprisoned. — Five 
R escued Alive, and Four 
Taken Out Dead.

- V ir g in ia (Nev.), June 24th. — A fire 
broke out on the 1500-foot level of the 
Gould & Curry at 5 o’clock this evening. 
At this hour (7 r. m.) the fire department 
have turned water down the shaft. There 
are six men supposed to be imprisoned in 
this level. 
L ater.—The firo broke out at a point 
below the Gould <fc Curry 1300-foot level. 
The miners in the Best & Belcher 
came up nearly suffocated. The miners 
on the 600-level of the Gould & Curry 
escaped through the Savage incline. 
There are six miners yet imprisoned 
below this level. The names of five of 
them are : Charles Dougherty, Martin Tre- 
gall¡8, Edward Jeffrey, John Kennedy and 
P . Eddy. Signals from the 1500-foot level, 
where these men are, have ceased, and it 
is believed they have been suffocated, al­ 
though they have a chance to escape by the 
Curry incline to the C. and C. shaft on the 
Sutro tunnel level, but it is believed the 
smoke is too thick to admit of this. 
How the fire originated, or exactly 
where, is unknown. It is supposed to have 
been caused by gas from the Consolidated 
California and Virginia. Fans and blowers 
are kept going at a high rate of speed, to 
Supply air to the imprisoned men, if any 
hopes for them are left. Columns of dense 
smoke are rolling out of the shaft, and the 
works are surrounded by great crowds of 
people. Danger is feared for the adjoining 
mines. 
THE LIST OF IMrBISOKED MINERS GREATLY 
INCREASED. 
The name of the sixth miner on the 1,560 
level is Foster Hamilton. There are now 
a total of fifteen men imprisoned. In ad 
dition to those already named, five men— 
namely, Richard Bennett, W. James, James 
Trembath, W. Williams and H. T. Card 
are on the 800 level of the Gould and Curry, 
and Joncy Morgan, W. C. Carpenter, R. C. 
Brace and Andrew Bean on the 400 level 
The miners on the latter level have one 
way of escaping—through the upraise by 
ladder to the 250 level. Then they can 
reach the surface through the El Dorado 
tunnel, which is an entrance to the old 
Conner shaft. 
A RESCUING PARTY 
Started to go to the 800 level by descending 
through the Savage incline, but were forced 
to return on account of the smoke. There 
is now little hope for the men on the 400 
level. The hoisting works are filled with 
smoke so thick that it has become neces­ 
sary to remove all the doors and windows 
to allow the engineers to remain at their 
posts. 
The excitement is intense, and thousands 
of people are at the works. 
FIVE MEN RESCUED. 
Roger Prendergast with two men de­ 
scended the Savage shaft and succeeded in 
rescuing the miners imprisoned in the S00- 
level. After several attempts they reached 
the face of the drift and found the men 
huddled together at the air pipe. They had 
trouble in reaching the men, by not being 
able to keep a candle burning. The men 
were confused as to where the fire was, 
and had they known they would have 
escaped through the Savage shaft. 
Bulkheads have been erected to shut off' 
all drafts. 
The men on the 1.500 level have good 
prospects of being rescued, as there is a 
cross-cut at the north line 750 feet long and a 
drift nearly that length leading to the 
crois-cut. Air is being sent to this level 
constantly. 
A force is getting rc-ady to enter Bonner 
shaft to try to get to the 400-foot level, but 
the gas is too thick to admit of a candle 
burning. There are no hopes of rescuing 
the men on this level. 
Superintendent Lyman says he has no 
doubt but the fire oiiginated at the bead of 
tbe Goukl it Curry incline through a 
lighted candle setting fire to tbe timbers in 
which some miner had placed bis candle­ 
stick. 
Superintendent Patton attempted to reach 
tbe Gould A Curry from the north end. and” 
sii' ceeded in reaching tbe point on the 
Sutro tunnel level where the Gould it 
Curry incline connects with it, when he 
saw the timbers on fire, and the sparks 
flying drove him back. He is satisfied the 
fire is at tbe bead of the Gould it Curry 
incline on the 1500-foot level. 
The firemen and engineers at the works 
are changing shifts constantly, being un­ 
able to remain at tlieir posts more than a 
few minutes at any one time. Several have 
had to be carried out in the open air, hav­ 
ing become insensible from the gas. 
FIVE M EN FOUND DEAD. 
10:30 p. .m.—The rescuing party of twenty 
miners reached the imprisoned men on the 
400 level and found five dead, namely- -John 
Trounce, Joncy Morgan. P. C. Bruce, W. C. 
Carpenter and Andrew Bean, their bodies 
being still warm. Efforts are being made 
to resuscitate them by the application of 
electricity and artificial respirations being 
made by physicians, but there are no hopes. 
The miners are still testing by lighted can­ 
dles to see if its safe to venture to the 1500 
level. 
Since the bulkheading there is no danger 
of the fire being communicated to other 
mines. 
SUPERINTENDENT 
PATTON 
EXPLAINS THE 
SITUATION IN THE MINE. 
V ir g in ia C ity , June 24th.—Midnight.— 
Mr. Patton has just returned from under­ 
ground. and the following is the substance 
'of an interview held with him : “ At 7:15 
last evening Superintendent Lyman tele­ 
graphed to me that his shaft was on fire, 
and that men were in the 1500 drift, and 
asking for help. Knowing that the only 
connection between tbe two mines at that 
level was through the Sutro tunnel, and 
from thence through a drift running west­ 
erly to the bottom of an incline down 200 
feet from the 1500 station of the Gould A 
Currv shaft, I immediately went to that 
point and found that the 1500 station of the 
Gould it Curry shaft was a mass of flames. 
That located’the fire. Now, seeing that 
there was no possible escape for the men 
in that direction, I immediately com­ 
menced nutting in bulkheads, with a 
view of smothering as much as possible 
the lire bv shutting off the supply of air, 
and permitting their escape in some other 
direction. I immediately returned to the 
surface and communicated what I had 
learned to Superintendant Lyman, of the 
Gould and Curry. He informed me that 
they were still forcing air down their 
shah, but were unable to send men 
down to rescue the imprisoned miners. 
It seems that the Curry 1500 north 
drift in which these men are confined, has 
been run to tbe Consolidated Virginia south 
line 
The Consolidated Virginia has a 
drift Bcaili from their shaft twenty fret 
above this Curry drift, whjph runs to t*i? 


Consolidated Virginia soutb line. As soon 
as I discovered the true state of affairs 
1 
immediately 
put men to work 
sinking from the end of our south 
drift, in the hope that they would 
be able to make the connection ia time to 
rescue the men alive. Of course we will 
get in there, but their chance of recovery 
lies in keeping the air-pipes, which are 
conveying air to them down the Bonner 
shaft of the Gould & Curry, intact. 
It 
might be supposed by some that the effect 
of this bulkhead which I built would 
be to 
shut 
off 
the 
air 
from 
the men in the 1500 drift of the Curry. 
On the contrary, its effect will be to shut 
off the air from the fire, thereby causing It 
to smolder and allowing a possible rescue 
oi the men through the shaft. Another 
good effect of this bulkhead will be to keep 
the fire away from the air-pipes, on the 
preservation of which depends the hope of 
saving the men.” 
BEYOND RESUSCITATION. 
V ir g in ia C ity , June 25th.—1 a . m.—All 
the miners working on the 400 level have 
died and been removed to the undertakers. 
Morgan and Bruce, the first two found, 
showed signs of life, from beating of tbe 
heart, but died shortly afterwards.

A GLEAM OF HOPE. 
The rescuing party went down the Con­ 
solidated Virginia shaft, where there is a 
drift lacking twentv-two feet of connecting 
it with the Gould A Cuiry on the 1500- 
level. The men in this drift have heard 
rappiDgs from the Gould A Curry side, and 
are within fifteen feet of the imprisoned 
miners. Unless the heat breaks the air- 
pipe which is supplying them, it is hoped 
the men on the 1500-level will be rescued 
alive.

Well, believingyou, he drank of that jug 
till “ the skeleton it drove from the feast" 
came and sat in ugly profile on his hearth­ 
stone—drank till the landscapes in blossom 
on the walls of his home he pilfered and 
Eawned to paint your arid 11 landscape in 
is brain.” It was “ the mingled souls of 
wheat and corn” yon told him, but ere he 
half-had finished it stole away the last re­ 
luctant kernel garnered for growing chil­ 
dren, and it conjured “ the mingled souls” 
of evil-doing and pauper-living to drive 
out the radiant spirits of manhood and a 
plenteous life.

H is Trip to the Salt River Country, ami 
Through New M exico anil Texan. 
T roy (La.). June 12, 18*7. 
E ds. R eoobd-U nio s : 1 started from Sac­ 
ramento May 24th on a trip to Louisiana 
and Florida, via the Southern aud Texas 
Pacific P-ailroads. Nothing worthy of no­ 
tice occurred until we reached tbe Great 
Desert on tbe Southern Pacific, about 140 
miles west of Fort Yuma, in San Diego 
county, Cal. Dinner was taken at Indio, 
in the midst of the Great Desert sink, said 
to be more than 200 fett below the sea 
level. I thought I had seen a hot desert 
country before, but I confess this eclipses 
any I ever saw. The heat was so intense 
for- about 350 miles that we were compelled 
to keep the car windows closed ; tlie hot 
air outside was worse than inside, and the 
dust was also intolerable. This miserable 
desert continues from White Water, in 
California, to Tucson, broken only by the 
Colorado river and a few smaller streams. 
I stopped off at Maricopa and took a 30- 
mile stage ride to Phoanix, a nice lit.le city 
on Salt river. In going to Pbicnix ou the 
stage we pass through the Indian Reserva­ 
tion, on the Gila river. There are about 
10,060 of these Indians, consisting mainly 
of the Pimos, with 2,500 to 3,000 I’apagoes 
and Maricopas. They are farming quite 
extensively, but in a’crude way. I would 
like to describe their methods of agricult­ 
ure if I had space. 
These Indians. I think, control most of 
the good land on tlie Gila river and also 
the water. There is a large amount of 
good land on Salt river if there is water 
enough for it. I think the water supply of 
that country has been over-estimated. The 
country is being settled up rapidly. In cr­ 
ested parties are making desperate efforts 
to boom it, and they are succeeding. 
Land near Phoenix has gone up in the past 
two years from $30 anil $-10 per acre to $100 
and $160 per acre. Several California firms 
have gone over there and invested largely 
(mostly from the Southern counties), and 
they are trying to get up a second Los An­ 
geles boom. 
It is thought that it will be a good fruit 
country, especially for grapes, oranges and 
apricots, though the peach and apricot crop 
is about a failure this year. It will no 
doubt be an excellent country in which to 
cure the raisin, as it is so very dry ar.d hot. 
They claim they will get fruit much earlier 
than we can, but from what I could learn 
1 think we have in Northern and Central 
California localities about as early- as can 
be grown there, and our market advantages 
are so much superior that I should much 
prefer to take my chances in California. 
After they have supplied tbeir home de­ 
mand (which is limited), they cannot hope 
to compete with us for the markets of the 
world. Already their market is glutted 
with ordinary farm produce; good hay is 
only worth $4 to $6 per ton: tbeir best 
wheat one cent per pound, and dull sales 


B e a u ty o f C o m p le x io n . — Wines and 
liquors of all kinds are to be severely iet 
alone, advises W. Pitt Mayer, in pointing 
out how to acquire or preserve a beautiful 
complexion. There can be nothing more 
detrimental to the tint than this fluid tire 
that fills the blood with heat ami drives its 
impurities to the surface, producing that 
copper complexion so commonly seen in 
tbe ladies who visit Wiesbaden.'Carlsbad, 
Eras and other European watering places. 
No additions of sugar or other sweetening 
substances have the slightest effect in allay­ 
ing this pernicious property in wine. Fur­ 
thermore, excessive quantities of heated 
drinks, such as chocoiate, coffee and tea. 
produce tbe same effect, according to Mr. 
Mayer. Tea both weakens the digestive 
organs and produces congestions in the 
face. If the tea is strong, its acidity soon 
indicates itself on the skin of the imbiber. 
If too weak, it is simply so much warm 
water acting on the stomach, when that or­ 
ean is occupied with the preparation of 
food for absorption. The complexion may 
not be ruined immediately by tea. but 
sooner or later this will follow. 


A r t i f i c i a l T ro p ic s.—In the belief that 
niodern science can command climate. Dr. 
B. W . RiAardson proposes that British in­ 
valids be given in their native isles the 
winter advantages of tropical resorts. This 
he would accomplish by establishing win­ 
ter bornes, or health palaces, each contain­ 
ing fifty or more comfortable two-story 
bouses, inclosing a large square of orna­ 
mental greunds, and provided with libra- 
rus, baths, gymnasia, amusement halls, 
etc. Flower-lined galleries, giving long 
promenades, would extend over the house3 
under glass roofs, while the central in­ 
closure would be shut iu by an immense 
arch of glass at a gnat higbt above the 
ground. Suitable heating and ventilating 
apparatus would give an equable and ad­ 
justable temperature to all parts of the 
structures, and any desired character might 
imparted to tbe climate. Even cloudy 
days need not be known, as electric sun’s 
could be made to shine at pleasure. In 
many places wi.-uer resorts on a grander 
scale might be created by putting whole 
valleys under roofs of glass, forming parks 
of constant beauty and healthfulness.

CALIFORNIA A OREGON RAILROAD. 
Construí Mon W ork o f tlie H eaviest Grade 
on the .Southern Pacific System . 
Daily the unspanned gap of twenty nnles 
of the uniting California and Oregon line of 
railroad is being lessened. The force of 
men at work is as large as may well be em­ 
ployed. but such is tbe character of the 
work that, by the closest estimate, not be­ 
fore the 1st of October next will the union 
by rail of the two great Pacific States be 
complete. 
The surveying of the link of road re­ 
maining was long ago finished. The route 
is through a country mountainous, rugeed 
and picturesque. The canyons are rocky 
and steep, and dense forests of pine and ¡ 
spruce cover the mountain sides. The road 
is completed, going north, to Lower Coles 
Station, just a quarter of a mi’.e from not 
only the boundary of Siskiyou county, but 
of California and Oregon. Ashland, twen­ 
ty miles north, over the intervening Siski- 
vou range, is the point to which the south­ 
bound road is finished. 
Between and 
above these points the mountain range 


is imperfect or defective, tlie fertile male 
pollen will be wholly inoperative, and no 
influence of culture or pruning will reach 
the cause with any certainty.

rises neatly 3.000 feet to a total eminence 
of nearly I 500 feet. The grading has been 
a most difficult feat of engineering. Chief 
Engineer Hood has been on the ground 
much of the time. At one point the grade 
to the summit tunnel is 174 feet to the 
mile, tlie greatest grade anywhere on the 
Southern Pacific. Technically, in engi­ 
neering phraseology, it is known as a 
“ Three-three"’ grade, which signifies that 
there is a ris- of 3.3 feet ia 100 feet. The 
steep Tebacbepi gradéis much less than 
this, being only 116 feet rise in a mile. 
Lower Coles Station is at the head of the 
pretty valley of the Cottonwood. Tlie read 
alter leaving there enters a series of can­ 
yons and then winds about the mountain 
side up and up for eight and a he.lf miles, 
when the greatest altitude is reached. Here 
a high, rugged ridge blocked the way. The 
stage road passes over it, but fur the rail­ 
road it was pierced by a tunnel 3,100 feet 
in length. The altitude of the tunnel is 
4,670 fee , while that of Lower Coles only 
eight and a half miles away is 2 870 feet. 
The average grade between these points is 
140 feet to a mile. Beyond the tunnel a 
gradual winding descent begins. So tortu­ 
ous and curving is the railroad grade that 
the stage road, though it goes higher on the 
ridge, is shorter. 
Six-horse stage teams now carry many 
passengers over the picturesque road. The 
scenery is charming. There are glimpses of 
the Klamath river and Cottonwood creek, 
of snow-capped Shasta, fifty miles to the 
southeast, the Squat Peaks to the south­ 
west and the summits of Gooseneck and 
Sheep R ok between Shasta and the Kla­ 
math river. The ride over the riilge and 
down to Ashland only takes about five 
hours. The country is wild and unsettled, 
abounding in all kinds oi game. There is 
little to attract settlement here. It is tbe 
middle ground between the vast fer'ile sec­ 
tions north and south.—,S. /•’. Bulletin.

REPORTS OF THE CONDITION OF 
THE GRAPE CROP. 


Tlie Simmons Arson Case—M exican 
Affairs — The W heat Clique 
Not out of Trouble. 


FEATH ER LAK E VOLCJNO. 
A Sierra N evada Eruptiou of Com para­ 
tively R ecent D ate. 
[ Copyright, 18S7, by the California Associated Press. I 
M arysville, June 21th.—An Associated 
Press telegram from Washington, June 8th, 
quoted Captain Clarence E. Dutton, IT. S. 
A., Chief of the Bureau of Volcanic Geol­ 
ogy, as saving that two years ago he visited 
an extinct volcano in Northern California 
which was so recent that some of the trees 
killed by the heat had not entirely rotted 
away. In reply to a request from ihe editor 
ot tbe Appeal for particulars, Captain Dut­ 
ton writes a long and interesting letter 
from Washington, of which the following 
are extracts: 
“This volcano, so far as I know, has 
never received any distinctive name. It is 
situated on the border of Feather Lake, 
about eleven or twelve miles northeast of 
Lassen. Peak One of the old emigrant 
roads passes its base, and leads westward 
across Hat Creek Divide, immediately north 
of Lassen’s, and descends to Dew Flat. 
Thence, branching, one road leads through 
Sliingletown to Redding, and another, via 
Butte Ore>-k. Fi Red Bluff. This toad is 
very difficult now for wagons and is seldom 
traveled, which probably explains why 
this remarkable and interesting object is so 
little known. The volcano (so called) isa 
large cinder cone, such as is usually formed 
by a single eruption. A great peak, like 
Lassen's, has been built by many hundreds, 
and Shasta by many thousands of distinct 
eruptions. The cinder cone at Feather 
lake has been formed, so far as can be dis­ 
covered, by only two, ¡be last one being 
the larger and more vigorous. There are 
literally thousands of cinder cones to be 
seen in the western half of the United 
States, and this one differs from others 
only in being the most recent of any I have 
seen in this country. Tbe Feather lake 
volcano has been the source of two erup­ 
tions, of which the latter one must have 
been quite recent. It was stated sometime 
ago by Professor llarkness that it occurred 
in 1851, but this is probably an error, as I 
have seen and conversed with persons who 
traveled that road as long ago as 1S46, and 
they remember perfectly well tbat the 
cone was there at that time. But its recency 
is still attested by the fact that some stubs 
of trees killed by the hot cinders and ashes 
were still standing, though others had 
decayed. It seems to me probable that the 
age of the cone is less than one hundred 
years.” 
TH E DEL MONTE Alt.SON CASE. 
D elm as Evidently A fraid to Put Sim m on* 
on tlie Stand. 
S a lin a s , June 24th.—The taking of testi­ 
mony in the Simmons case came to a very 
abrupt and unexpected close to-day. At 
the opening of the Court the prosecution 
called W. Patrick, who testified that it was 
between 11 and 11:30 p. M. on the night of 
the fire when Simmons left the office. 
Win. J. Turner, an employe of the rail­ 
road company at Loma Prieta, who fol­ 
lowed, stated ihat he closed the main valve 
in the grounds once, and later he found :: 
pertialiy open. 
Tbe last witness was A. Pinto, a consta­ 
ble of Monterey. He gave evidence that 
during the fire Simmons was seen going 
toward the end of the annex three times in 
succession. 
At this juncture Judge Brown an­ 
nounced the close of the prosecution with 
the words. “ We rest.” 
Much to his surprise, Delmas rose and 
said simply : “ We are willing to let the 
case go to the jury without putting in any 
evidence, and without argument. Nothing 
positive against our client has been 
proved.” 
This turn in the case was a genuine sur­ 
prise to the Court. Brown said : “ We will 
not submit the case without argument, 
even if the defense will. I am not pre­ 
pared to proceed, however.” 
The Court then adjourned till afternoon, 
when Brown argued for tiie (80111’. 
If a bomb had been exploded in tbe 
Court-room to-day it would not have oc­ 
casioned more astonishment than the .sud­ 
den determination of D. M Delmas not to 
put in any evidence on behalf of Simmons 
The sixty persons subpti.aed by the de­ 
fense and the care that Delmas has exer­ 
cised in the cross-examination of every 
witness presaged a very warm return light, 
and his sudden resolve was therefore a sur­ 
prise. After the adjournment the news 
quickly spread, and was thoroughly can­ 
vassed about the hotels. It was the belief 
of many who have watched the proceed­ 
ings throughout that Delmas' tangentical 
movement had aided his case, and may 
have great influence with the jury. The 
attorneys for the State, however, are of the 
opinion that his reason for the sudden 
chance of from is to be found in tbe fact 
that many of the witnesses summoned by 
tiie defense bad already been examined, 
and further that Delmas was unwilling to 
have Simmons go 011 tlie witness stand on 
account of bis previous bad record. Del- 
nms is expected to make a great anti-rail­ 
road speech to-morrow. 


TH E W HEAT RING. 
The C alifornia Clique Said lo l»e Stilt in 
a Very Tight P lace.

S an F rancisco, June 24th.—[Special.]— 
It may be that the Galifornia wheat clique 
has ceased trading in the Chicago market, 
but the local situation gives evidence of a 
positive character that the clique is not so 
well out of the deal as it might be. Sellers 
'87 contracts are still being taken by the 
clique at hopeless prices in tlie present con­ 
dition of the foreign markets, but tbe 
fatuity reserve fund is not yet exhausted, 
though cash is getting low, and tbe clique 
has been a heavy borrower for some weeks 
past. Money lenders are looking to their 
securities, and it is evident that the cinch 
is getting painfully tight. The clique has 
now daily to receive and pay for large 
quantities of wheat delivered on seller '87 
sales. Their financial wants from now on 
will be very great. They have been large 
borrowers, and are still borrowing, and 
must continue to borrow largely to meet 
maturing obligations. At present prices it 
wiil require $35,000,000 to handle the crop 
of 1887. 
Careoes have sold in Liverpool within a 
few days at the equivalent of $1 50 per 
cental in this market. At these prices, in 
pursuit of the present programme, the 
clique stands to lose $6,000,000, and a bad 
break is Inevitable. 


TH E G RAPE CltOPi 
Light Y ield E xpected—The Condition in 
P lacer County.

San F r a n c isc o , June 24th.—A report of 
the condition and appearance of the vine­ 
yards of Placer county lias been sent to 
John II. Wheeler, of the State Viticultural 
Commission, by G. Bornelli. At Lincoln. 
Auburn and Penryn tbe Zinfandel vines 
B uffered so badly trom recent frost that not 
more than half as much wine will be ob­ 
tained from the first crop as usual. It is 
hoped, however, that the second yield will 
cover two-third3 of the deficiency. The 
Mission grape, from which white wine is 
made for sophistication with other varie­ 
ties, snch as the Chasselas, is in some local­ 
ities totally destroyed, and in other places 
very poor. Muscat vines were injured 
somewhat in low lands, but not to any 
great extent. Those vines which were 
pruned after the frost are looking especially 
fine.Mr. Wheeler states tbat the latest reports 
from different sections of the State indicate 
a considerable falling off in the crop of 
grapes, caused by the irregular formation 
of bunches and berries, produced by the 
intemperate weather of the season.

M EXICO. 
No Cabinet Crisis—The Dou Carlos H oax

The stern post of the new cruiser Charles­ 
ton was cast yesterday afternoon at the Pa­ 
cific Rolling Mills. The event was an 
epoch in the mechanical art? of this coast. 
The building of a war vissel of the size 
and speed which the Government de­ 
manded was regarded by Eastern competi­ 
tors na audacious, coming from this coast, 
and every effort which could legitimately 
be made was used to prevent the awarding 
of the contract for the cruiser to the Pacific 
coast. 
' 
One of the averments made was that the 
castings required for a vessel of such a 
size could not he successfully furnished 
here, but the success which 'marked the 
accomplishment yesterday of :l:e casting 
of the largest piece of stee’l for this purpose 
which has ever been undertaken on this 
continent proved conclusively that the ra- 
sources of our manufacturers had not bi ri» 
overappreciated or their confidence in thdr 
own ability overrated. 
The steel casting of so great a megnitnda 
involved a problem of resources which had 
not yet been solved on this coast. Its suc­ 
cessful solution yesterday assured the cap­ 
acity of onr mechanics to undertake and 
carry to a successful conclusion the ouild- 
ing and construction of any work which 
the Government can possibly require. 
The stern-post of the Charleston, when 
completed, will weigh npward of 15,001 
pounds. In shape, it is an L, 22 feet long 
on the keel, with an upright of 20 feet. 
The width varies from five tret and below. 
After being cast it must be subjected to 
severe tests, in order to insure its aeuep'- 
ancy, by tlie Government, and its carting 
required tbe utmost care and precautions 
in order to insure its perfect success.—> /•’.

R epairing n o se. 
Knitted goods may be separated at will 
in the following manner: Break, or nick 
out one stitch, then by pulling tbe goods 
apart at that place the loose ends of the 
thread will appear, and can readily be sep­ 
arated and picked out by tbe point of a pin 
or needle to any desired extent; the loo|>s 
or “ stitches” appearing in two rows, out» 
on either side ot the opening made in the 
goods. To sew these together, put the 
needle down through one loop, and up 
through oncloop, and up through another 
on one side; repeating the same process in 
the opposite side; remembering always 
tbat the thread should pass twice1 through 
each loop, down through a new one, ou the 
same side, alternating thus. 
Taking a piece from the better parts of 
worn hosiery, as above, it may b°,bv a lit­ 
tle persevering practice, quite easily in­ 
serted, to fill a worn place in the heel or 
knees of children’s hose. Or. before the 
top is too far worn it may be removed fron> 
the foot and turned about to present the 
sound side to the wear of the knee. The 
side of the aperture, where a piece is in­ 
serted, mpy he closed by using the threads 
of two “ r o u n d s or “ bouts” as stitches*, 
as above; but for a novice a seam by hand 
or machine is more convenient, thongb- not 
as smooth. Various hues mav be assimi­ 
lated by dying. Black is a cheap and easy 
color and method. The most convenient 
way is to sew on a piece after this maaner, 
below the wear in tbe front top of the 
hose, to extend entirely upward It should 
be half the width of the top. The s an s 
would then appear or. either side.

quaint, peculiar colony is this of l ’opolo- 
bampo, in more ways than 
one, aud 
m arked are its m em bers for eariust, reso­ 
lute purpose, and for the industry, skill, ed­ 
ucation, patient determ ination and intelli­ 
gence w hich distinguishes their every-day 
life. 
Yet these w orthy persons, engaged in 
a business enterprise in which they have 
sim ply pu t their own m oney and their own 
services, to the exclusion of borrowed capi 
tal and hired labor, have been abused, be­ 
trayed, m aligned aud m isrepresented, prob­ 
ably m ore than any other em igrants of 
m odern times, if we except the persecu­ 
tions which from tim e to tim e have been 
made against m em bers of religious sects 
who have separated from theircountrvm en 
and gone to m ake new hom es am ong 
strangers. 
It is am using to witness the 
quiet hum or which plays upon the ’ 


COUNTENANCES OF THE TOPOLOBAMPOANS, 
W hile the secretary of their m eetings is 
reading som e of the criticism s of them ­ 
selves, their harbor, back-country, clim ate, 
etc., as published in papers of the United 
States; and happy have they been since 
those “conspirators,” (the nam e by which 
the H aw kius-Euton party are now known 
in Siualoa). stole away between two days 
and sailed for Guyam as. 
I asked Colonel Owen, who has rem ained 
with the colonists as m uch as the eastern 
end of the business would perm it, w hat he 
thought of the harsh com m ents concern­ 
ing the enterprise and himself. 
Ignoring 
the latter p art of the question as a m atter 
of little m om ent, he sa id : “ W hen God 
m ade a I’aradise, you know th at to fully 
show its m erits by contrast lie also m ade a 
hell—hence we have Lucifer. 
T he Credit 
Foncier Com pany inaugurated its co-oper­ 
ative enterprise by the sea, in the well se­ 
lected zone between the rivers—in riie 
Mesopotamia of M exico’s western coast, 
between the rivers F uerte and S in alo a; but 
in order to show oil the existing attractions 
and actual advantage of the location and 
enterprise it was necessary to have a black 
back-ground—lienee the good angels gave 
us Ifawkius.'1 
T hat these plucky colonists have been 
able to continue strong and happy after a 
drought 
which 
threatened 
fam ine in 
northern Sinaloa, an epidem ic o f measles 
and an another of sinal 1-pox. a well-planned 
conspiracy by three of their own Directors 
—these unexpected calam ities all coming 
upon them at once when new ly arrived in 
a strange land, contending w ith the diffi­ 
culties of a location never before inhabited 
by m an, covered w ith a thick grow th of 
niesqoite and cacti, inconvenienced for 
fresli water, and apparently out of reach 
from everywhere—speaks in action that is 
eloquent, m ore forcibly th an any words, 
of the strength of their convictions and the 
stuff th at is w ithin them . 


COLONY EXPERIENCES. 
Says m y correspondent: “ I passed six 
weeks am ong these good folk, and during 
th at period paid two visits to each of their 
settlem ents—that at the harbor and those 
called (.’ohuinahui, Sufrago, ami Yegaton : 
I have traveled over their thirty-five miles 
of wagon road cut straight through the 
monte, from N orth avenue, on the building 
site fronting O huera bay, to Yegaton on 
the left bank of the Fuerte; 1 have sailed 
up and down the beantiful bay between 
the stone piers of Topolobam po and Guay- 
mas, in the 25-lon sloop Fortuna, which 
belongs to the Credit Foncier Company, and 
is captained and m anned by the colonists ; 
and 1 wish to bear em phatic testim ony 
to the fact th at the Topolobampo people 
have come to stay, and will show a m arked 
record for thrift and good m anagem ent 
which cannot fail to produce astonishing 
results w ithin a year from the tim e cf their 
landing at Scheilhaus cove and comm enc­ 
ing to tear away their bushes that they 
m ight pitch their tents. 
“ T here is no noise nor blnster in the 
gatherings of the colonists, no loud words 
nor din of business, very little sm oking 
and no quarreling whatever. 
A quiet, in­ 
tellectual, determ ined atm osphere pervades 
the place, nnd I donbt if there were ever a 
group of 327 persons (the num ber now in 
ifinaioa), so recently acquainted w ith one 
another, as happy, industrious, contented 
and free from diseases aud ailm ents of any 
kind as are these A m ericans in Sinaloa. 
They have p len ty .o f good drinking water 
at the landing, and of course that on the 
F'uerte (‘strong’) river is superior par ex­ 
cellence. 
The supply of food, brought 
frum Colorado, Illinois, California, etc., 
has been abundant, and of good and va­ 
ried quality. T he fish supply is inexhaust­ 
ible. They have also ducks, deer and pec­ 
caries. besides turtle flesh and eggs, oys­ 
ters, clams, etc , w hile during at least two 
m onths of the year wild duck eggs are as 
plentiful as blackberries in New England.' 


MEETING3 OF THE COLONISTS, ETC. 
On Sunday evenings the colonists have 
public readings; 
Monday ami Tuesday 
evenings they hold m eetings for general 
discussion; and on Saturday evening the 
young and frisky foik dance in the great 
dining hall from 8 to 10 o’clock. 
The work w hich 
these people have 
already accomplished show s in 'a ll that 
stretch of country betw- t-n the sea and the 
valley. They have cleared the ridge on 
the north side of the Straits of Joshua, 
west o f their landing; thier stone pier lias 
been extended into twelve feet w a te r; 
they have staked the corners of the blocks 
fronting the straits; huiic a stone house at 
the landing. 100x100 feet, w ith walls three 
feet thick, and in it have housed ahout 
seventy persona. 
T his is called “ H arbor 
H all.” 
T he dining-room in it is 43x14 feet, 
their kitchen, 29x14; store-room, 20x14; 
and they also have a la m d ry under the 
sam e roof. 
In th is encam pm ent are about 
130 persons. 
T he headquarters o f the com pany is 
called “ A lberts H all,” and is a fram ebüild- 
ing .ií->x,Xixl2, on a knoll rising ninety feet 
above the hay. 
In She big block, <XX)x3ff0 
feet, directly west of the- headquarters, 
tw enty-tour houses h a re been laid out (50x 
100'. on a lovely site sixty feet above the 
water. 
Ju st 
beyond 
these 
houses a 
two-story. 2o0 feet-square hotel has been 
laid out. which occupies as com m anding a 
site as can possibly be im ajsjied. 
T befloor 
of the veranda, which is to he two-stories 
high and tw enty feet wide, running around 
every side of the building—u exactlv 174 
feet above high tide. 


A FINE LOOKOUT. 
H ere a m other m ay sit, and w hile she 
sews, reads or converses, m ay watch her 
boys fishing in the straits below, ” sailing 
tow ard su n s e t" in the outer bav, or catcu­ 
ing clara» and oysters in the esteros. 
From 
this lofty perch m ay be viewed one o f th e 
finest pano.-sujas of harbor, gulf sr.d plain 


sky and m ountain, to be enjoyed from any 
h<gel site in all this wide old world. 
And 
so far from producing a feeling of isolation 
—the steam ers m ay he seen, continually 
com ing and going betw een Topo and the 
outer world, and the express train, only 
six days from New Y ork, be heard shriek­ 
ing through the M em oria hills, fifteen 
m iles from this “ city by the sea.” 
The 
Directors of the colony intend to render 
this hotel the m ost attractive and w hole­ 
som e on th e Pacific coast, and hope to 
m ake it a sanitarium for N orthern invalids 
which will justly become the pride of 
Mexico. 
A m ong the im provem ents, the colonists 
have cm a wagon-road from their pier 
around " H ow ard R idge” —all rock-w ork 
to the plains bevond; and the author­ 
ities of M azatlin have removed the Custom 
H ouse officials w ho have hitherto been 
iocattd 
at 
Zaragoza, 
to Topolobam po, 
w here the landing is now open to the gen­ 
eral public—under proper restrictions of 
course, th at th e peculiarities of the com ­ 
m unity be respected by all who use their 
property. 
T he sites for a series of dry docks, Cus­ 
tom House, hospital, Sailors' H om e, In ­ 
dustrial College, etc., have each been se­ 
lected w ith the greatest care, aud will be 
forever reserved for such purposes—all this 
forethought and m e.hod being em inently 
characteristic of 
these 
people. 
These 
things cannot be accom plished in a day, or 
a year, for all great enterprises, like the 
sturdy giants 
of the 
forest, are slow 
grow ths; but we m a y b e sure that sub­ 
stantial work will be done here w ith am az­ 
ing rapidity, as compared to the building 
of cities elsewhere, and that the good seed 
sown hv these husbandm en, though it 
m ay not reach full fruitage in their day, 
will be enjoyed by com ing generations. 


NO SHODDY WORK OF ANY KIND 
Is allow ed here. 
Even every section of 
sea-wall w hich is put up m ust be sub­ 
stantially finished, to form its part of a 
m agnificent system of 
quays, fronting 
deep water. 
Every hom e, no m atter how- 
sm all—for som e m ay contain but one room 
—wiil he built according to a general plan, 
so thoroughly studied out in every m inut­ 
est detail by th e founder of the new de­ 
parture, that the tiny apartm ent will in 
tim e form part of a perfect block. 
As with 
the building, so it is w ith the pavem ents, 
and indeed with everything, each portion 
planned carefully and scientifically w ith 
reference to the com pleted and harm onious 
whole. 
The strong point of these peculiar 
people is the absolute perfection in the 
sm allest details, every action being the 
deliberate outgrow th of foie hought and 
concentration. 


THE COLONIST RAILROAD. 
It cost the colonists m uch tim e and labor 
to get the railroad line just as they wanted 
it. 
From the landing it runs due north 
nearly five miles, from w hich point it 
turns no rth 22J east (m agnetic), and con­ 
tinues this tangent 30j m iles to Yegaton, to 
extend later som e m iles beyond. 
In all 
th at distance there is not a hill or depres­ 
sion on the air-line, the grade being 39 
inches to the m ile, and for tw o-thirds of 
the way the tie3 can be laid on the ground. 
T he line was cut through 100 feet broad, 
and is to be widened to 200 feet. Seven 
hundred telegraph poles are already in 
Topolobam po. and one of the colonists has 
taken the contract to furnish 50,000 ties—to 
be paid in Mexican silver at the rate of 45 
cents per tic delivered on the line. 
The 
wood is the fam ous pmlo colorado, a species 
of redwood much used in m ining tim ber 
and w arranted to last a hundred years. 
The-levels for pipe and brick water-tube 
have been run from a point on the river 
six m iles below Yegaton, and the (all from 
the river bottom to “ Camp 20,” on the line 
of the railroad, near the eastern boundary 
of their Mochis' ranch (comprising 33,500 
actes) is thirty ieet in a distance of twenty- 
four miles. 
From that point to the city 
site, twenty m iles distant, the fall is sixty 
feet. 
L. \. GOULD, OF CALIFORNIA. 
W ho ran the levels and studied the re 
sources of the farm , estim ates in his report 
that the entire Mochis tract can be irri­ 
gated for a dollar an acre. 
T his sam e Mr. 
Gould, after spending weeks w ith the 
Topolobainpoans, w ent to California to fix 
up his affairs there, m order to establish 
him self perm anently am ong the colonists 
next fall. 
H e is one of the best know n 
horticulturists in Fresno, and in his report 
on th e Credit F o n d er C om pany sa y s: 
"The soil of the Mochis will average well 
w ith that of the ceiebrated fruit country of 
the Fresno plain in California. 
W ith the 
railroad and pipe-line completed, we have 
in this exceedingly fertile plain the greatest 
possibilities in horticulture and agricult­ 
ure. 
Never having any frost and very 
little fog, it will be a most desirable place 
to live.” 
Mr. Gould planted more than ten thou­ 
sand selected trees, vines, berries, etc., 
brought w ith great care from his California 
farm . 
H e says they are all doing well on 
the Credit Foncier lands ut Sufragio—in 
fact, grow ing faster in th at virgin soil than 
he ever saw them before. 
H e predicts 
great future w ealth to the com pany in 
fruits, and asserts that w ithout irrigation 
the olive will yield a certain and profitable 
crop. 
Mrs. W oodruff, one of the colonists, 
reports that vegetabhs of every class sown 
in the com pany’s garden at Sufragio cam e 
up Avith surprising rapidity, and that in 
flavor and size they equul any ever eaten. 
HEALTH AND HOMES. 
At present there is no sickness at all in 
the colony. 
There were seven deaths dur­ 
ing the first five m onths, four of them 
from sinall-nos. 
The houses at Sufragio, 
Yegaton and C ahninahui are m ade ot brick 
and adobe, under the direction of E ngineer 
Fays. 
The spear m ill is w orking briskly 
at their farm in C ah n in ah u i; wells have 
been sunk in the Mochis ranche and Pa­ 
cific C ity; the channel is buoyed out in 
three and one-halt fathom s of water at low 
tide, and colonist fishermen have m ade a 
requisition for harpoons, etc.. w ith which 
to capture som e of the whales and por­ 
poises th at daily sport in Joshua straits. 
These arc h u ta few of the facts at hand, 
given by wholly disinterested parties who 
have lived w ith the coloDists in Sinaloa, 
some of whom m ade th e most searching 
investigation with a view to c a s iiD g am ong 
them their worldly all. They should be 
SUFFICIENT REFUTATION 
Of the highly colored stories to which we 
have been treated—of sickness, suffering, 
starvation and 
death at Topolobampo. 
SoDie of the wildest of those false accounts 
em anated from persons w ho were never 
w ithin severa! hundred m iles of the place 
whose woeful condition they so graphic­ 
ally described. 
Á3 for the seceding ” conspirators,” who 
one night “ folded their tents like the 
Arabs, and as silently stole aw ay,” the 
m ain trouble w ith them was a chronic dis­ 
taste for work. 
A lthough m atters had 
been fully explained to them , and the diffi­ 
culties in the way fully set forth, their 
vivid im aginations had som ehow pictured 
a paradise already prepared in the wilder­ 
ness by m iraculous m eans. 
W hen they 
finally came to understand that their daily 
bread m ust be honestly earned, and ail 
proprietory claims in the city by the sea 
fully paid for in m oney or labor for the 
benefit of the whole, it w js m orethan their 
lazy selfishness could endure. H ence their 
undignified llight, and the libelous item s 
w ith which they have been flooding the 
press to cover their own perfidy.

T he Boulevard w orld of Paris has been 
o f late equally agitated and am used by the 
strange sartorial escapade of an intrepid 
lady traveler, M adam e Dieulafoy, who not 
long since received th e cross of th e I.egion 
of H onor in recognition of her courage and 
perseverance in exploring, in the com pany 
uf her husband, the rem otest regions o f the 
East. 
M adam e D ieulafoy startled 
the 
“ groundlings” and fluttered th e “ Vols- 
cians” in the boxes of a fashionable thea­ 
ter som e few nights since through her ex­ 
traordinary “ m ake up.” She appeared in 
som ething like u caricature of the most 
m odern type of French dandyism —the su- 
perebic—wearing hoots described as of the 
“ M ephistophelian” pattern; her ceat and 
vest were o f quasi-m asculine c u t; she wore 
a pair of inexpressibles m ade according to 
the latest spring fashion—that is to say, 
pantaloons so exiguous as to be practically 
cloth “ tights”—w hile her “ costume was 
com pleted,” as the novelists of the G. P. R. 
Jam es school used to put it, by the Ribbon 
and Cross of the O rder to which she has 
been lately adm itted. T his, perhaps, in 
the m inds of orthodox sticklers for eti­ 
quette, was, even m ore than the tight gal­ 
ligaskins, the head and front of the lady’s 
offending; and, on the face of it. the ap­ 
pearance of the “ S tar of the Brave” on the 
breast of sem i-m asquerade costum e was, to 
say the least of it, slightly indecorous. The 
Chancellor of the Legion of H onor may 
have som ething serious to say to this inju­ 
dicious display of the insignia of the Or­ 
der; but it is the pantaloons w hich appear 
to have m ost strongly scandalized the offi­ 
cial m ind in the French capital.

EDUCATE GIRLS TO BUSINESS. 
W hen a boy enters a business he enters 
it w ith the expectation of devoting him self 
to the em ploym ent th at he has selected for 
life, or he m eans to m ake it a stepping 
stone to th at which shall be his life work. 
W hen a girl enters business she does not 
do th a t; she does not consecrate her m ind 
to her work, hu t expects, naturally, in due 
course of tim e, to he a wife and to be taken 
care of, and I, for one, feel very sorry to 
have girls educated to any other view of 
life. 
A girl is m ore valuable in business 
after the age of 25. 
She is by th at tim e 
trained to.-husinesa habits, is self-reliant 
and recognizes the value of devotion to 
business. 
Usually, if she rem ain single 
until th at age, she begins to consider self­ 
support as the necessity of her life. 
It has 
som etim es been asked why ccnld not the 
A m erican husband and wife do w hat so 
m any couples do in France—that is, work 
together in the same business side'bv side? 
There is a danger in th at system . 
W here 
a man has the spirit of true m auhood and 
self-respect it is perfectly safe for a woman 
to continue her wage earning power afier 
m arriage, at least u n til she is called to the 
higher duties of m otherhood. 
W hen once 
th at comes into her life all her powers— 
m ental, m oral, spiritual—should he conse­ 
crated to this holy ojfice. 
As I said, if a m an is a real m an it is safe 
for a woman to continue earning wages 
after she is m arried, but I th in k th at there 
are hundreds of m en to-dav, yes, thou­ 
sands. who have been ruined because they 
were not com pelled to support their wives. 
If a m an who earns sm all wages m arries a 
woman capable of earning as m uch as 
him self there are nine chances out of ten 
that he will develop extravagant Habits be­ 
cause ol the added incom e of his wife. 
If 
they could agree and hold to the decision 
that they should live on the husband’s in ­ 
come and let the earnings ot the wife accu­ 
m ulate as capital fo ra business in which 
they both could engage, it would lie w ell; 
but their earnings would he largely dissi­ 
pated in personal adornm ent, the passion 
for which, especially am ong the m iddle 
classes, is the bane of the Am erican people.

BREAD CRUMBS. 


The waste of food in sum m er is alw ays 
greater than in w inter. 
Bread becomes 
m usty in spite of care. 
The only wav to 
avoid this is to clean the bread ¡«it every 
day. caring in som e special way for the 
crum bs aud broken pieces. 
An English 
magazine suggests several ways of using 
broken bread : 
“ Bread crum bs are needed in every 
household where fish o r cutlets are egged, 
breaded and fried, or where stuffing is used 
for m eat cr poultry. 
As it requires a little 
tim e to prepare crum bs properly, and as, 
when once ready, they will keep for some 
tim e, it is an econom y of both tim e and 
trouble to keep a store ot crum bs on hand. 
Take any pieces of bread and dry them 
thoroughly in a cool oven, but do not allow 
them to acquire color. Crush them finely 
with a rolling-pin, pass them through á 
fine sieve and p u t them awav into a tin 
canister or a dry bottle. 
If the'b read thus 
dried were allowed to become brown be­ 
fore being crushed and sifted, the crum bs 
could boused as raspings to garnish ham 
aud bacon. 
“ Brown crum bs to serve w ith ¿am e.— 
P u t som e crusts into the oven, and when 
brown crush them with a roiling-pin 
Grease a baking-tin lightly w ith butter, 
and m ake it hot. Shake the crum bs upon 
it and set in the oven till the crum bs are 
hot when they are ready to serve. 
” Bread raspings w ith cold m ilk.—I have 
been told that this preparation is valuable 
in cases of diarrhea. 
Dry stale bread in 
the oven till dry and lightly browned. 
Crush itroughly w ith a rolling-pin, put the 
crum bs into a howl fand pour over them 
cold m ilk, w hich has been beaten up with 
the w hite of an egg. and, if perm itted 
tablcspoonfnl o f brandy. 
"F rie d bread served instead of vegeta­ 
bles.—Cut som e bread which, though stale, 
is still light and soft, into fingers half atr 
inch thick, dip them in m ilk and let them 
drain for a while. 
Brush them over with 
white of an egg, dredge a little flour over 
them , and fry them in a little hot butter in 
a frying-pan. 
Pile them , pyram id fashion, 
in u hot dish and serve with gravv. 
“ Stale bread m ade into rusks for chejse. 
Break the bread in to sm all rough pieces, 
dip each one quickly in and out of cold 
m ilk, p u t them upon a perfectly clean bak- 
inc-t:n and bake in a hot oven. 
In a few 
m inutes they will be crisp, w hen they 
fnust he taken out, allowed to go cold, and 
p ut away in a tin canister to be used when 
required.” . 
liy w TO COOK EGGS. 
V.’c boil and fry and turn out leathery 
om elets w hen required, but know tew of 
the possibilities of really well prepared 
eggs. T he poorest peasants of Southern 
Europe—France, Spain, Italy. Greece—can 
prepare an om elet, juicy, savory and light, 
or serve you eggs in a dozen other ways, 
and there is every reason why we should 
follow their exam ple, dispense w ith the in 
ordinate am ount cf m eat we eat, and thus 
with som e of the diseases produced by too 
m uch m eat, and m ake breakfast less of a 
problem to the anxious housekeeper. W ith 
fresh fruit, w heat in grainlet or some other 
form , good coffee and eggs, there is cer­ 
tainly b ith variety enough and nourish 
m ent enough for even a hard-w orking 
roan, and the cost at m ost is no m ore than 
th at of meat, aDd for m a th of the year far 
lesr 
To poach eggs as done in Spain, Mexico 
and th e East generally, use a thick earthen 
pan, never an iron one. and let in heat 
8’owiy. Mince a sm all onion very fine, or 
use parsley and sweet herbs instead, or a 
m ixture of all. 
Melt in an earthen ¡tan a 
large spoonful of butter, and add a large 


and the ouion, etc. 
D rop in the eggs one 
by one ; do not stir but let them brown a 
little: then turn w ithout breaking yolk 
and brow n on other side. In Spain and 
elsewhere they are served on the same dish 
and as hot as possible, and then the flavor 
is most perfect. T his m ay be varied by 
breaking the eggs and stirring, as in scram ­ 
bled eggs, about three m inutes, or just long 
en cash to m ake them firm yet creamy, 
j F ur a plainer form of scram bled eggs, m elt 
. 
^ 
are , the butler and salt, om itting herbs and

let the bir^s alone, but encouraged them to 
build their nists about the houses. These 
wise settlers knew that the birds would pay 
for their protection by feeding on the in ­ 
sects that swarm in a new country. 
Each large Dutch house had a portico, 
floored like a room, open at the sides, with 
seats all around. 
Above was a slight roof, 
painted like an awning, or a covering of 
lattice-work, over which a transplanted 
wild 
grape-vine 
spread 
its 
luxurious 
leaves. 
Here hundreds of the little birds domes­ 
ticated, occupying a small 
slielf built 
round the portico, where they were as 
sacred as the household gods of the Ro­ 
mans. Children were taught to regard 
them as the good genii of the family, who 
were to be cherished, but not disturbed. 
In clearing the ground for a bouse a tree 
was always left in the middle o f the back­ 
yard for the use of the birds. 
The negroes, 
quick to imitate their masters, used old 
hats to forui asylnm s for their little feath­ 
ered friends. 
The deal fences were also 
utilized by the negroes to furnish homes 
for the birds. 
In those days the small birds were so 
tame that when the fam ily were breakfast­ 
ing or drinking tea in the airy portico—a 
summer custom—they constantly glided 
over the table with some insect to feed their 
chirping young above.— Youth's Compan­ 
ion.

The Horn Hook. 
The most ancient, and to antiquarians 
the most interesting of school books is the 
horn-book. Some scholars believe it to be 
of classic origin ; but whether this be true 
or not, it is cerlainiy very ancient. 
It has 
many points of resemblance to the present 
day reading shept ; enough to show that 
one has descended in a direct line from the 
other, though of course in tliem atterof size 
the difference is great. 
Notwithstanding 
the thousands of horn-books that must 
have been in existence in the days of our 
great-grandfathers, there are very few ex­ 
isting now. 
l ’erhaps the most perfect one 
in a public collection is that in the British 
Museum, dated 1750, and a description of 
that is a description of horn-books gener­ 
ally. 
It consists of a small square tablet ot oak, 
with a handle, its shape being something 
like that of a common hand-mirror. 
Upon 
the tablet is a printed sheet containing the 
alphabet, the vowels, words of one syl­ 
lable. an invocation to tbe Trinity and the 
Lord's prayer. 
Round the edges of the 
sheet are nailed narrow strips of brass, 
which serve to hold it in its place, and at 
one tim e held the plate of horn that cov­ 
ered it. Tbe plate in this, as in most other 
specimens, 
is, 
however, 
missing. 
The 
handle was usually pierced, in order that 
it might be suspended from tbe child's 
girdle, but the handle of this is imperfor­ 
ate. 
There is also a quarto hand-book in 
the Museum with the plate of horn remain­ 
ing, but this is regarded as a lorged speci­ 
men. 
English literature is full of references to 
the horn-book. Shakespeare, Ben Johnson, 
Shenstone and Cowper all speak of it, while 
Tickell has a long poem in praise of it, 
which he wrote daring a fit of the gout. 
By far the most accurate description of the 
horn-book is that given by Cowper in liis 
“ Tirocinium, or a Review of the Schools,” 
a poem published in 1785: 
“ Neatly secur'd from being soil'd or tore, 
Beneath a pane of thin translucent horn. 
A book (to please us at a tender age 
Tis called a book, though but a single page) 
Presents the prayer the Savior deigned to icach, 
Which childrcu use, and parsons—wlien thev 
preach.” 
The horn book was often called Christ 
Cross Row, which eventually became cor­ 
rupted to Cri-s Cross Row, from the fact 
that the alphabet was always prefixed with 
a cross. 
In a document to be found in Earl 
de la \Varr's collection of manuscripts, 
dated 1023, which contains a commission 
for the rating and valuing of goods, horn­ 
books are quoted at threepence a dozen. 
The difference in tbe value of money then 
and now must be remembered in this con­ 
nection. 
Next in order comes the grammar book, 
and one of the earliest of these is “ Gram­ 
mar Questions, by John Stockwood, som e­ 


time schoolmaster at Tonbridge, and m in­ 
ister of the word of God,” published in 
1590. 
_ 
Theglimp.se we get of school life in the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries is the 
reverse of pleasant. 
Roger Ascham, in 
ms book 
of the 
‘Schoolmaster,” and 
Thomas Ingtland, in his " Disobedient 
Cbiide. gives us evidence of the ciueltv 
com men in boys’ schools. 
Nicholas Udal, 
the author of our first English comedy, 
who was master of Eaton, was described 
as the “ best schoolmaster and the greatest 
beater of our tim e.”— Cassells Family Mag 
a zinc fo r July.

A mass m eeting was held in San F ran­ 
cisco T hursday night, ostensibly to awaken 
people to tiic need of public improvem ents. 
R eally, it was m ainly used to “ boom ” the 
M echanics’ In stitute F air, in its unholy 
endeavor to crush out the State aud Dis­ 
trict A gricultural Fairs. 
I t does not ap- 
P< ■ar to have been a very large and cer­ 
tainly was not an enthusiastic meeting. 
It was presided over by M r. P. I!. Corn­ 
wall, the moving spirit, the power behind 
th e whole scheme of the M echanics’ Fair- 
T h e first words th at fell from his lips on 
taking the chair placed th e object of the 
m eeting behind the fair. 
T h at is to say, 
local im provem ents should be made because 
a fair is to he held. 
To complete thecrii>- 
pled syllogism, he should have reasoned 
th a t if no fair had been resolved upon', lo­ 
cal im provem ents would lie unnecessary. 
O nly a few representative men occupied 
th e platform , and fewer still addressed the 
assemblage. 


All which is to ho regretted, for so far as 
th e question of local im provem ent is con­ 
cerned, it was an occasion th atsliould have 
«•ailed to the front an arm y of men of en­ 
terprise, possessions, business interests and 
public spirit. 
Resolutions were passed de­ 
m anding expenditure of public funds to 
prom ote needed im provem ent work.

The San Francisco Chronicle, w ith char­ 
acteristic recklessness, lias m ade th e rob­ 
bery of the school text-book fund the 
key-note for another assault along the 
whole line, upon th e scheme of th e State 
publishing h er own school books. W e have 
not space or disposition in this departm ent 
to exjiose th e fallacy of the Chronicle's 
plausible show ings m arshaled as they are 
in delusive tabular form. T h at can be best 
done later on by statistical exem plification 
of th e Chronicle's exhibits. 
In brief it may be here stated, however, 
th at th a t journal charges the entire cost of 
th e system 
against the books already 
issued, when the commonest financial and 
accountant ability will perceive, w ithout 
any figures being given, that th e cost of 
a product involving a plant and certain 
prim ary work, not to lie repeated u n til af­ 
ter the lapse of many years m ust lie dis­ 
tributed over th e whole period between 
production and the necessity to begin anew 
in part. 
If one engages in a business en­ 
terprise requiring a given capitalization 
anti investm ent in prim ary work, which 
once done will need not to be repeated, he 
will not be so w ildly absurd as to charge 
the whole cost against th e first product his 
enterprise evolves, and iqion th at result 
determ ine th e feasibility of continuance. 
The tru th is, the Chronicle sim ply and 
flatly falsifies when it declares th at the 
State text-books are costing more th an 
sim itar liooks can he bought for in the 
m arket. 
On the contrary— w ith all the 
m ismanagem ent and malfeasance in the 
State P rin tin g Office— th e people are sav­ 
ing from 50 to 75 per cent, in supplying 
th eir children w ith school books under the 
new system. 
T his is a fact, against which all the mis­ 
leading figures of th e Chronicle cannot pre­ 
vail. 
M oreover, there is a m ighty factor 
of gain w hich th e assailant of the system 
w holly ignores— th a t under the reform the 
S tate is freed from the corrupting ring of 
book agents, who went 
about the State 
buying up local Boards, m uddying the 
waters of local 
polities, m eddling w ith 
political parties iu the State, purchasing 
the voice and influence of great newspa­ 
pers, establishing a lobby in the Legisla­ 
ture, and prejudicing whoever could be in ­ 
fluenced by specious argum ent against the 
State school system, and buying for coin 
those who could not be approached except 
there was venality in vfew. 
If the disgruntled book men, who have 
been shut off from the further plucking of 
the people, have employed newspapers 
in th eir in te re st; or if they had employed 
an agency for coin to assail th e State tex t­ 
book system, they could uot have been 
better served than by th e article in our 
San Francisco contem porary, w hich it has 
entitled, “ T he System a F ailure.” 
AVe have not, however, any concern as to 
th e final effect of these assaults. 
The 
practical dem onstration of the scheme will 
have been m ade before it will be possible 
for its enem ies to seriously injure it. 
I t is 
not, therefore, profitable use of tim e to do 
battle w ith them , except by such exposi­ 
tion of the facts from tim e to tim e as will 
prevent the form ation of erroneous judg­ 
m ents on th e p art of th e people.

T he m anner iu which nearly $17,000, ap­ 
propriated by the Legislature for m aking 
school-books for the children of the State, 
has disappeared in Mr. S h o afs brief Super­ 
intendent-}- of the State P rin tin g Office, is a 
m atter of deep interest to all the people of 
California. It becomes a m atter of increased 
interest by the fact th at the official reports 
of the sam e officer upon th e specific cost of 
books m anufactured under his supervision 
fails to account, as has already been show n 
in these colum ns, for but a sm all portion of 
the funds th at his pay-rolls and vouchers 
cover. 
In order to throw all possible light 
upon the unpleasant darkness of the situ a­ 
tion, the R e c o b d -U m o n has obtained from 
the records aud vouchers on lile in the of­ 
fices of the Controller and State Board of 
Exam iners the following statem ent upon 
the subject. 
F or com pleteness ol showing, 
reference is m ade back to Ju n e 3 0 ,18S6, 
the com m encem ent of th e present fiscal 
year—the next item giving the am ount ex­ 
pended (luring the following six m onths 
under Colonel Ayers' adm inistration. Ref­ 
erence has bef»re been m ade to the $20,000 
as on hand Jan u ary 1, 1887. and tlmt to 
this was added $7,500 by an additional ap­ 
propriation last winter, m aking nearly 
$37,000. 
Colonel Ayers rem ained in office 
until Jan u a ty 20th, and. as wiil be seen, 
vouchers for expenses of the book depart­ 
m ent, the last of w hich were approved 
January 25th, am ounted to $7,802 13. This, 
of course, m ust lie subtracted from the 
$36,949 09, to leave the am ount which cam e 
forward to m eet the text-book work exe­ 
cuted by Superintendent Shoaff. The de­ 
tail of expenses during the badly wrecked 
adm inistration of the present State P rin ter 
succeed the figures above referred to, and 
are as follow s:

Busi­ 
ness men throughout the United States see 
th at under Dem ocratic rule th e country 
and its m aterial interests are safe and 
prosperous. 
Positions have been sensibly 
reversed. 
T he fear of the possible results 
of :i sudden change of adm inistration, 
which, operating on the m inds of conserv­ 
ative men in the R epublican party, tended 
to keep it in power long after it was felt 
th a t a change was desirable, will now

term s for the former, were not mere m ani­ 
festations of demagogy and claptrap appeal 
to th e masses, but were dictated by the 
truest spirit of philanthropy and a noble 
and generous desire for the am eliorations 
of the condition of all m ankind. 
H is well- 
known conservatism and his vast executive 
ability and experience would insure him 
the support of all thoughtful men in his 
party. 
T hough a man of vast w ealth, he has 
shown th at he regards his fortune as a 
means and not an end. 
H e has shown 
th at he views his w ealth as a trust, and 
th at his m ain desire is to see how it m ay 
he best disposed of in a m anner to produce 
th e greatest am ount of good’to his fellow- 
men. 
H is endowment of the U niversity 
which is to bear th e name of his deceased 
son presents a spectacle of generosity more 
than royal in its magnificence—som ething 
th at in the history of th e world has never 
licfore been witnessed. 
P ractically he lias 
devoted the accum ulations of his life to 
the people whose good he has made his 
aim . 
I t would he remembered, too, th at 
even th at vast wealth, of which he has 
voluntarily divested him self for th e bene­ 
fit of his fellows, was accum ulated by 
means which, while they brought to him 
th at rich reward, increased a hundred-fold 
the w ealth and prosperity of the whole 
country between the Pacific Ocean and 
th e Rocky M ountains.

W ho Can B ea t It? 
Yesterday some gentlemen were dis­ 
cussing the relative merits of land in differ- 
ents portions of the State, when an individ­ 
ual who is an experienced horticulturist 
said : " Take the fruit land on the Sacra­ 
m ento side of the river to W alnut Grove, a 
distance of over thirty miles, and there is 
no tract of land of equal size in the much 
‘ blowed about ’ Los Angeles that will pro­ 
duce halt so well or yield so handsome a 
profit. They talk about their $1,000 per 
acre land in I.os Angeles countv. W hat is 
it good for? 
W hat will it produce? W hat 
profit, it any. is there in cultivating it? 
Now you have heard these big varns about 
Pasadena, Riverside, Los Angeles, Santa 
Monica and the Teiiacliapi everglades, and 
you all believe tbem. Now if I would tell 
you that there are hundreds of acres of 
orchard in this county from which the 
owners realize $200 net profit per acre, you 
would not believe me. 
But to show vou 
gentlemen, who are afraid to speak well of 
your own community, and who fail really 
to post yourselves about the resources of 
your own couuty, 1 want to give vou 
a little surprise party. Now, here comes 
John 1. Gritiitts, an ex-Assessor, a man 
wiiose word is his honor, a gentleman 
whom you all know and whom vou also 
know will tell you nothing b u t'th e ex­ 
act truth. 
When he gets up here I want to 
as* him some questions and have vou note 
his answers.” 
Mr. Gnffitts came up, and in response to 
several questions said he was a fruit raiser, 
in Sacramento county. H is crop so far this 
year was good. 
H e had a large acreage of 
cherries which netted him $417 per acre. 
H e added : 
“ Now mind yon, that is net: 
after paying for Hie pruning, plowing, pick­ 
ing, handling, etc., we had $417 per acre 
He eaid his neighbors all did equally 
as well. 
They shipped their fruit by 
steamer to San Francisco. All their other 
crops would bring handsome returns. 


H eard F íiom.—A letter has been re­ 
ceived from Major Fred Neary, announcing 
his arrival at Frenclipark, Roscommon 
county, Ireland, after a very pleasant trip 
across the continent and ’ the Atlantic 
Ocean. 
He expresses fears that he will he 
killed with kindness by his old friends. 
Every night a fresh party takes possession 
oí him and half drown him in tiagons of 
the famous home-brewed “ poteen,’' in the 
m anufacture of which he claims to he now 
an expert, and no doubt the officers' mess 
at the Santa Cruz encampment will be re­ 
galed with steaming bowls of this favorite 
“ stew .’

A R em ed y fo r D ip h th eria. 
A worthy citizen who resides in the 
southeastern portion of the city, writes a 
communication to the effect that there are 
several cases of-diphtheria in his locality, 
and closes by saying: 
For the benefit of those who may have 
children afflicted with diphtheria, I quote 
the following from a correspondence to the 
Philadelphia Record, which I clipped irotu 
the columns of that paper several years 
ago, while a resident of Washington City, 
and pasted in my scrapbook. I have never 
bad occasion to test its virtues myself, but 
thinking it may possibly be the means of 
saving “ somebody’s darling,” I give it for 
what it may be worth. It can do no harm. 
“ The following recipe for diphtheria is 
from an English doctor, who never lost 
a case when giving this treatm ent: ‘One 
tablespoonful of sulphur in a wine-glass of 
water. Stir with a stick, not with metal. 
Use as a gargle, allow! some to pass down 
the throat. When not possible to use as a 
gargle, blow a little powdered sulphur 
through a quill into the throat. This gives 
instant relief.’ 
. 
‘It is now known that diphtheria is 
caused by animalcule just below the roots 
of the tongue, and powdered sulphur is the 
most powerful agent (and least harmful) 
known. My own children had the diph­ 
theria—one of them 
severely - growing 
worse under the care of a good phvsician. 
1 suspended his medicines and "applied 
powdered sulphur on a flat stick (a fair 
pinch, the child projecting its tongue), just 
across the lower part of the tongue. This 
gave Immediate relief, and after two or 
three applications the child recovered. 
“ In a large town in western New Y'ork 
there was an epidemic of diphtheria, and 
every case was fatal up to the time this 
remedy was made known to the people 
there, when only one child died of all 
those who used it. I have mentioned it to 
others with like results. This remedy 
should bs made known in districts where 
diphtheria prevails.”

In te re s tin g In fo rm a tio n a b o u t a C o m p ar­ 
a tiv e ly U nknow n L an d . 
Those who have never seen life as it ex­ 
ists among the inhabitants of the Hudson 
bay country would be astonished at the 
extent of civilization among a class of peo­ 
ple generally supposed to be savage, as 
well as at the awful grandeur of the scen­ 
ery aud forbidding aspect of the graveyard 
coasts along the shores of that northern 
sea. 
In all the uninhabitable region of 
North America there is nowhere to be 
found a more bleak, desolate or dreary 
waste than that between Ungava bay, off 
the coast, of Labrador on the east, and Fort 
Churchill, on the west and southern part 
of Hudson bay proper. 
Although little is 
known yet regarding this weird and frozen 
region, it has had a growth within the last 
half century which has been something 
phenomenal, and having been measured 
according to its needs by the God of Na­ 
ture, has gone on advancing from age to 
age, until at the present time, not alone the 
more fertile islands, but the extent of land 
back 
from the coast on either side is 
thickly populated by) a people who hunt, 
and fish, and breed, and talk, and chatter 
even among the misery and destitution 
which life in a region of perpetual frost aud 
snow must bring. 
Hudson Bay itself is really an inland sea, 
extending between latitude 51° aud G4° 
north, and longitude 77° and 95° west, and 
while about 1,000 miles long at its greatest 
distance, is only about 600 miles in breadth, 
covering an area of over 500,000 square 
miles. 
It is navigable only for about three 
months in the year—from the middle of 
June to the middle of September—and for 
the remainder of the year is filled with 
drift ice, which renders navigation, even for 
a short distance, an absolute impossibility. 
The eastern coasts of the bay are to be ad­ 
mired, cliffs rising in many cases to a bight 
of from 200 to 400 feet abruptly from the 
water’s edge, and, being composed of gla­ 
cier-like substances 
which, being 
ever 
coated with ice and frozen snow, shine in 
the sunlight until it is almost impossible to 
look at them for any length of time. The 
residents of this section are not properly 
Esquimaux, but a cross between this race 
and the French and Indians, who have 
come in for the purpose of hunting and 
fishing, and finally settled down among 
the natives to live as they do and share 
with them in the privations which 
no 
other life affords. 
On an average, in the 
summer months, the thermometer stands 
at about 45° above, while the tempera­ 
ture in the winter runs as low as 60° 
below zero, and will average 25° below. Fish 
are scarce, and can be caught only in the 
rivers, of which on the east there is only 
the Great W hale, while on the west there 
are the Hayes, Nelson. Churchill, Moore, 
Albany, W eeknisk, Main and Abbilibbe. 
Seal abound in plenty, but are extremely 
shy and hard for the natives to get at, 
while porpoise and walrus are equally 
difficult to get hold of. 
Were it not for the 
sm all fur-bearing animals which are about 
the shores the poor half breeds would 
stand a very good chance of perishing by 
hunger, as they can expect no hing in the 
way of favors from the Hudson Bay Com­ 
pany’s stores, a few of which are along the 
coast. 
The natives live in little villages 
composed of from 50 to 100 rude huts. 
Each community has its place of worship 
and its church" burial ground, which is 
consecrated by the Moravian missionaries, 
a few of whom are to be found wandering 
about from village to village, from the 
eastern extent of the settlements down as 
far as Fort Churchill on the west. These 
faithful, beloved men expect no recom­ 
pense ior their services, and if they did 
they wouldn’t get it, for there is not in all 
the country such a thing as money, the 
only exchange being in fish, oil and furs. 
W henever one of a tribe dies the rest of 
his family—meaning by that the entire set­ 
tlement—stop work for the day and pro­ 
ceed to bury him . 
If the settlement pos­ 
sesses such a thing as a dinner-bell, and 
the mo3t of them do, the oldest man in the 
village goes about from hut lo hut and 
rings the beil in front of each until the oc­ 
cupants come out, both big atad little, and, 
falling into line, march after him . 
When 
the circuit has been made, and big and 
little are all collected, a march is made for 
the kirote, as it is called, ihevillage church, 
which consists of about an acre of ground 
sim ply inclosed by a wall of stones, near 
the middle of the community. 
Into this 
little field go the entire populace, and after 
chanting the virtues of the dead for sotue 
hours, the corpse is taken away on a skin 
rack and covered with ice and snow in the 
common burial plot. 
The rest of the dav 
is spent in rejoicing, and the next day, If 
the deceased was married, his better half 
makes another choice, and at the end of a 
week, if an engagement be come to, the 
dead is forgotten, and the no longer sorrow­ 
ing ones begin life over again.—C’or. I'itts- 
burg Post.

■ m ean holding property in com m on, nor 
f necessaiily co-operative settlem ent, though 
i both these form s have occurred. T he Cali- 
| fornia colony, pure and sim ple, m eans 
only the division of a large tract of land 
into sm all holdings. 
It is chosen, bought, 
paia for and im proved by individual ow n­ 
ers. 
Sm all holdings of tw enty or forty 
acres, bought live or eight years ago, at a 
cost of $30 or $40 per acre, water rights 
secured, are now w orth, in the Fresno 
region, about $300 per acre, and readily sell 
for that sum . T he true colony idea con­ 
tem plates th e ultim ate division of all the 
land w ithin the reach of the water ditches 
throughout the State of California, into 
such tracts, owned and cultivated by A m er­ 
ican citizens. 
It is a well know n fact that 
in th e Bay counties, already, sm all fruit 
farm s and vegetable gardens—patches of 
ten and fifteen acres—support a fam ily in 
com fort. 
An alm ond, peach, prune or 
apricot orchard of tifteen or tw enty acres, 
well cared for, is considered very desirable 
property in Santa Clara, Alameda, Solano, 
Contra Costa, Napa or Yolo counties. Such 
beautiful sections of country as the famous 
V acaville region, attest the value of sm all 
com pact holdings devoted to fruit culture.

C heap D elicacies for Sm all A ppetites. 
It falls to the lot of m ost people to cater, 
only occasionally, for the possessors of 
sm all appetites, who are necessarily inva­ 
lids, but w ho require food in sm all q u an ti­ 
ties, daintily prepared and served. 
In the 
hopes of aiding such in their endeavors to 
provide little dishes th at em body econom y, 
n u trim en t and variety, these few hin ts are 
given. 
R estaurants w here dinners maigrc 
only are to be bad are on the increase, and 
m any of their patrons w ould enjoy sim ilar 
tare in their ow n hom es by way of change, 
in casan where abstinence from flesh is not 
practiced from other m o tiv es; hence we 
com m ence w ith a few dainties a la vegeta­ 
rian. 
Egg Cutlets—Cut sm all a firmly-boiled 
egg; add a table-spoonful of bread crumbs, 
the sam e quantity of grated cheese, w ith a 
pinch of curry pow der, salt, pepper, and 
grated nutm eg. 
M ix the w hole w ith the 
yolk of a raw egg, and shape like a m utton 
cutlet. 
Dip it in the w hite of an egg, then 
into bread-crum bs, and fry brown ; garnish 
w ith fried parsley. 
Egg Dissolves—T he above m ixture, with 
th e addition of chopped parsley and thym e, 
can be inclosed in very thin pastry, shaped 
into balls or rolls, and fried or bak’ed. They 
are very delicious, and any scraps of pastry 
m ay be used, but m ust be tbin. 
Celery a la J’arisienne—Cut the w hite 
part of a head of celery into equal lengths, 
tie in a bundle and boil in w ater—jast to 
cover, w ith salt and a bit o f butter in— 
until tender. 
Keep the 
celery warm, 
thicken the liquor w ith an ounce each of 
flour and batter, and at the last m om ent 
put in a few drops of lem on juice or w hite 
vinegar. 
Lay the celery on toast and pour 
the sauce over it. 
M acaroni M ould—A n ounce of well- 
boiled m acaroni cut small," and the sam e 
weight of bread-crum bs and sliced cheese 
are to be m ixed w ith a tablespoonful each 
of cream and tom ato satrce or converse, 
one egg. salt and cayenne Fifteen m inutes 
in a grease tin — 11 sm all cake-iin—in a 
m oderate oven will convert this into a 
tasty dish. 
1 
M acaroni w ith T om atoSauce.—Boil some 
m acaroni in the ordinary wav, i. e., drop it 
into boiling w ater w ith á little salt and bu t­ 
ter, then diain. and cut it up. 
B utter a 
shallow dish, line it w ith the m acaroni, 
then pour over som e nicely-seasoned to­ 
m ato sauce—or the converse w ill do in ­ 
stead; 
either should be m ade hot. Ju st 
m ask the suriace with brow ned crum bs and 
prated cheese, and brown before th e fire ; 
garnish w ith fried or roasted tippets. 
Savory Rice.—T his is a popular dish. 
Boil two ounces of Patna rice, dry it as for 
currv, return it to the saucepan w ith a tea- 
spoonfu! of curry paste m ixed w ith h alf a 
gill of cream, add a sm all onion and an 
apple, both chopped and fried, and a little 
salt. 
Stir gently for a few m inutes and 
serve in a pyram id. 
Chopped raisins are 
som etim es added, and a suspicion of garlic. 
H aricots w ith Tom atoes.—-ru t a cupful 
of nicely boiled haricot beans into a sm all 
disb, pour over som e parsley sauce, and 
garnish w ith a tom ato thinly sliced and 
grilled. 
Previous to grilling spread each 
slice w ith a dash of m ustard and butter. 
H aricots w ith onion sauce or fried onions 
are very tasty and 
nutritious.— Cam!'s 
Futniiu Magazine far July. 


D e a th b y 1’r cc ip U a tio u . 
D eath by precipitation is one of the old­ 
est m odes ot capital punishm ent, 
it pre­ 
vailed w idely over the earth in prim itive 
tim es. 
Traces and traditions of it are 
found iiere and there in ditlerentcountries, 
an d in localities far apart. 
W e can easily 
understand bow this should beso, for in 
ancient tim es towns and villages 
were 
alm ost exclusively built 
upon elevated 
rocks an d bights, for th e sake of security. 
T he nucleus of a tow n was usually a large 
isolated rock, such as the rock of tiie 
P arthenon at A thens, th e rock of the 
P alatine at Rome, the rock of the Chateau 
at Nice, end the rock of Zion at Jerusalem . 
Precipitation am ong th e Jew s was one 
form of stoning, w hich was the recognized 
legal punishm ent for blasphem y. 
Iu detd, 
“ stoning,” as the M ishna inform s us, was 
regarded as m erely a term for breaking the 
culprit’s n ecl. 
It ¡was m ade im perative 
th at “ the house of stoning,” as the place 
from w hich th e crim inal was cast down 
was called, should be at least “ tw o storeys 
h ig h ;" and it was th e duty o f the chief 
w itness to precipitate the crim inal with his 
own hand. 
If he was not killed at once 
by the fall, the second w itness had to cast 
a stone on his h e a rt; and if he still sur­ 
vived, the w hole people were to join to­ 
gether in p attin g an end to him w ith a 
show er of stones. 
T his precipitation con­ 
stituted an essential and hum ane feature in 
the act of stoning. 
Both m odes we m ust 
regard as an exceedingly prim itive custom, 
th e m ost n atu ral m ethod in which a rude 
neople w ould wreak their vengeance, or in ­ 
flict deserved punishm ent. 
It was of a 
piece w ith th e prehistoric custom of cast­ 
ing stoues upon th e place w here th e dead 
were buried, and so piling up a cairn there. 
T he Greek w ord katakremnisai—which 
has been translated in our version, “ that 
tliev m ight cast H im dow n headlong”— 
occurs now here else in th e New Testam ent, 
and there is no instance recorded in it of 
th is form of punishm ent having been ac­ 
tually carried out. 
T here is, indeed, an 
apparently 
w ell-authenticated 
tradition 
th at th e Apostle Jam es— suinam ed the 
Ju st—was dragged, lik e his divine brother, 
bv the infuriated priests from som e ele­ 
vated part of th e tem ple, w here he was 
teaching the people th e way o f salvation, 
to th e verge of th e precipice of M ount 
M oriah, on which th e tem ple stood, and 
then, iest they should pollute th e sacred 
precincts w ith blood, they cast him down 
in to th e valley beneath. 
T he story, w ith 
som e variations in regard to the place and 
m ethod of precipitation, is told in a very 
touching way, at considerable length, by 
Eusebius. 
H e was buried in th e place 
w here he fell, and his tom b am ong the 
sepulchers, in the V alley of Jehnshaphat, 
was preserved till the tim e of H adrian. 
B y th e Septuagint w riters th e sam e word 
w hich St. L uke em ploys in our Lord's case 
was used to signify the barbarous m ethod 
in w hich the vast num ber o f captives w hom 


C e n tr a l A fr ic a n N eg ro es. 
T he m ajority of the negroes live on the 
products of agriculture and stock-raising. 
T here are 110 tribes w ithout agriculture in 
Central Africa, except the dwarfish W atw a 
and A kka. 
Though their im plem ents are 
very sim ple, they clear the dense woods 
and fence in their fields. 
H irse is the m ost 
im portant grain they grow. It is cultivated 
in all parts of Africa. Sorghum , m anioc, 
and batatas are grown in the lower coun­ 
tries, m aize and pulse on the highlands. 
In Vganda, bananas are the principal food. 
Stock-raising is the favorite occupation of 
m any east African tribes. T he herdsm en 
are frequently w arlike nations who have 
subdued agricultural tribes. 
The Galla, 
W aliuina, and W atuta have founded em ­ 
pires of this kind. 
On the upper Nile the 
natives are engaged in both stock-raising 
and agriculture. 
Cattle, sheep, goats, dogs 
and poultry are raised by these people. 
The m ost rem arkable industry of Africa 
is th at of iron-w orking, w hich is know n in 
all parts, the bushm en alone being unac­ 
quainted w ith it when they became know n 
to the Europeans. T he A fricans know how 
to obtain the iron from the ores, and m an­ 
ufacture beautiful im plem ents of it. 
B e­ 
sides iron, they m anufacture copper im ple­ 
m ents and m ake copper and iron wire. 
T he negroes do not know how to tan skins, 
but soften them by scraping and beating; 
neither do they practice the art of joining 
wood ; while carving, plaiting and weaving 
are highly developed. 
T he civilization of the negroes is not at 
all a low one. T heir m ode of life, their 
industry and their political institutions are 
am ple proof of this. 
Large 
em pires 
founded by m en excelling in Intelligence 
and character, and extensive m igrations of 
energetic nations, are characteristic of its 
history.

W idener, W m . I., E lkins and other prom i­ 
nent owners of the present surface Traction 
C om pany; though Mr. W anauiaker denies 
any know ledge of the rum ored schem e to 
utilize th e elevated project as a m eans of 
forcing the owners o f the T hirteenth and 
Fifteenth street surface line to sell to the 
Traction Company. 
Vigorous opposition 
to the elevated project is expected from 
property owners along m any parts 0/ the 
projected line.— Engineering News.

To speak more accu­ 
rately, this was the end of the track yes­ 
terday, but to-Dight th at point will be live 
m iles further westward, and by to-morrow 
yet five m iles further. From M inot here 
the work has been in progress since the 
first week in A pril. 
From here to Fort 
Buford the distance is a little over sixly 
miles, and it is the intention to have the 
road open to th at point by Ju n e 1st. Thence ! 
to Great Falls the distance is 403 miles, and 1 
trains will in all probability be running to | 
th at point before the m iddle,of Septem ber. ! 
The num ber of m en now at work is 6,600, . 
and the num ber of team s 3,000. 
W ith this 
force it is hardly to be wondere»! that . 
the d irt 
is 
flying 
at 
a 
lively rate. 
From here to seventy m iles beyond Fort i 
Buford there is one u n b ro k en ' series of | 
graders' cam ps. Fifty of these camps can be 
seen from one point'som e distance beyond 
W hite E arth. 
By Ju n e 1st between 3,000,­ 
000 and 4,000,000 cubic yards of earth will 
have been taken out, and by the tim e Great 
Fails is reached the am ount will aggregate 
not far from 10,000.000. A few figures m ay 
serve to give a clearer conception of w hat 
is involved in the construction of five 
m iles of railw ay track in one day. 
A rail 
is th irty feet long, and there are conse­ 
quently 352 to tlie m ile, or 1,760 to every 
five miles. As each rail weighs 600 pounds, 
the am ount of steel handled in one day 
aggregates 1,056,000 pounds. 
It takes 2,610 
ties to the m ile, or 13,200 per day. T hirty- 
six 200-pound kegs of spikes are used to 
the m ile. T here are 32 “spikers" to every 
five m iles of track, each m an of w hom 
drives 840 spikes a day, w hich, at the aver­ 
age of three blows to the spike, gives 2,520 
blows per m an per day. 
A m ile of rail 
lakes 1,408 bolts, w hich are handled by 14 
“ bolters,” or 503 each per day. To avoid 
delays in the progress of construction by 
reason of rough country, work will begin 
at 3 o'clock in th e m orning, and the dark­ 
ness w ill be scattered by thousands of 
torches. 
H ere at W hite E arth is the lieatl- 
quarters of the supply train, consisting to­ 
day of tw enty cars filled w ith every con­ 
ceivable thing for m an and beast. There 
are grain, flour, canned goods of all sorts, 
butter, 
ham s, 
sugar, 
wagons, harness, 
plows, boots and shoes, pipes and tobacco 
—in fact, nothing is lacking. 
Day before 
yesterday 15,000 bushels of oats were sent 
out by wagon and yesterday 5,000 bushels, 
all for distribution alone the line for a dis­ 
tance of forty miles. 
T he other day a herd 
of tmttle was driven in. 
A rapid calcula­ 
tion, however, showed th at it would furn­ 
ish only about ten pounds to tire m an. 
A l­ 
ready 250,000 pounds of flour and 500,000 
bushels of oats have been purchased. 
A n­ 
other interesting feature of this train is the 
hospital cars, w here the laborers suffering 
from disease or accident are cared for by a 
regular 
physician, 
assisted 
by several 
nnrses, the expenses being m et by a con­ 
tribution of two cents a day from each 
laborer em ployed.—St. Paul, Minn., Pioneer 
Press. 


Irr ig a ttu g in F r e sn o . 


The scientific use of every possible supply 
of water is one of th e secrets of the extraor­ 
dinary grow th now m anifest in Southern 
C alifornia; there, the m ercantile value of 
w ater is fully appreciated, and hence is de­ 
veloped to a point where each stream has 
a m ost as great a value as if its drops were 
liquid silver. W hen capitalists arc willing 
and anxious to lay iron water-pipes for 
miles, as those at Rosam ond on the Mojave 
desert, to reclaim the waste, it shows w hat 
water, land and sunlight in com bination 
are w orth. Soil th at receives the water 
poured upon it, and allows it to soak 
through and drain off too soon, is bad for 
the irrigator's purpose. 
T he soil th at lie 
seeks has a peculiar power of retaining and 
giving forth the m oisture. 
Into such soil 
tlie water seeps from each little ditch, and 
the m oisture gradually rises and approaches 
the surface. 
Its capillary properties are a l­ 
m ost perfect, and a gallon does m ore good 
here thau fifty gallons on unretentive soils. 
Such s^il fills up like a sponge, and, in 
places like the Fresno basin, w here people 
form erly had to dig fifly feet or m ore for 
water, Urey now find it from six to ten feet 
from the surface. 
In such soil, when the 
surface is well cultivated, vines and irees 
grow 
all sum m er, and 
bear im m ense 
crops ; even in the hotter and drier season 
delicate plants of the garden thrive under 
such conditions. 
On the broad Fresno 
plains the work of irrigation is so light 
th at wom en w ho have bought their tw enty 
or forty-acre tracts in som e of the colonies, 
enjoy guiding the sm all stream s from fu r­ 
row into furrow, and one often sees a sun- 
bonneted figure, hoe in hand, w atering the 
straw berry garden—m uch as, in Riverside, 
Pom onu and Pasadena, the m ost accom ­ 
plished of women do n ot hesitate to per­ 
form out-of-door w ork.— George E. Freeman 
in June Overland. 


A SAVAGE MARRIAGE. 


H o w Y o u n g P e o p le a r e W e d d e d In N ew 
G u in ea . 
It m ay interest wom en to learn that the 
islanders of New Guinea are m arried not 
according to their own inclinations, but 
those of their parents. They are m ost fre­ 
quently affianced at a very tender age, but 
are afterw ards forbidden to associate w ith 
each other. 
Indeed, this is carried so far 
that the girl m ay not even look at her 
future husband. 
Both m ust avoid 
all 
contact w ith th e m em bers, both m asculine 
and feminine, of the fam ily into w hich 
they are about to enter. ’ 
T heir wed­ 
ding ceremonies are 
characterized 
by 
a reserve and a m odesty very rem arkable 
in a savage people of the tropics. 
Adorne»! 
w ith th e most beautiful ornam ents, the 
bride is conducted at night in a torchlight 
procession through the village. One wo­ 
m an carries her on h er back, w hile an ­ 
other binds her arm s, as though she were 
a captive, and leads her by the rope to the 
house of her betrothed. 
T his is a symbol 
of slavery—a souvenir of the ancient servi­ 
tude which the aristocratic class has pre­ 
served. T here is nothing of this in the 
processions of the poor.

On Monday the time expires that was al­ 
lowed by the Secretary of the Interior in 
his rule commanding" the various land- 
grant railroads to show cause why the 
withdrawals 
of 
lands 
for 
indemnity 
i.urooses should not he revoked and the 
lands returned to the public domain. 
I t 
was apprehended by the Interior Depart­ 
ment authorities when the rule was issued 
that few, if any, o f the roads would re­ 
spond, relying upon the law to cover their 
rights in the premises. There seems likely, 
however, to be a general reply. 
Out of 
thirty-eight reads named in the order but 
seven have as yet sent in their answers, in ­ 
cluding the Southern Pacific of California. 
The Northern Pacific will file its answer 
to-morrow, and it is known that a number 
of other roads have their answers in the 
hands of the printer in this citv, to be 
filed on Monday. 
The replies generally consist of a state­ 
m ent of facta showing the law under which 
the grants were made, and the facts in rela­ 
tion to the selection of the indemnity lands 
in connection w ith these grants. The an­ 
swer of the Southern Pacific road, after 
giving the history of the building of the 
line, says it is the intention of the law that 
the -Southern Pacific Company, at least for 
its main line, should receive" all granted 
lands canted by the building of the road. 
There is not left to the Secretary of the In­ 
terior discretion to restore them so long as 
the quantity granted has not been patented 
to the company. This grant was made for 
a consideration, 
and not 
as 
a 
gilt. 
In 
the consideration 
thereof—that is, 
in 
consideration 
of 
the 
expenditure 
of labor in building certain connecting 
lines of the proscribed width of gauge by 
one party for the benefit of the other—the 
labor and expenditure are by the company, 
and the Government secures the safe and 
speedy transportation o f mails, troops, m u­ 
nitions of war and public stores over the 
road at reasonable rates, uniform with 
those of the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad. 
Rut the consideration would he good and 
ample if the company wa3 to expend and 
did expend its money, whether the Gov­ 
ernment hud any benefit or not. 
The com­ 
pany was required to accept the terms of 
the law and assume the undertakings 
therein enumerated for its performance, 
and this it did in due time. The company 
claims that it has madeconstant efforts ever 
since the acceptance of its first section of 
road to obtain patents for its granted lands, 
and toe responsibility for the delay rests 
with the Land Department.

A W ord A b o u t ? a n d ! 
It would be a very difficult matter to do 
without two little signs, one of which we 
use to indicate that the sentence im m edi­ 
ately preceding it is a question and should 
generally have the rising inflection, and 
the second to inform tbe reader that the 
words immediately preceding it are meant 
to express some emotion, sucli as fear, won­ 
der, sorrow, joy or despair. 
The question 
mark is formed from the union ot the first 
and last letters of the Latin word questio 
(question), and the exclamation point is 
supposed to be the word-sign for the Latin 
exclamation lo ’ (joy), used in such ex­ 
pressions us “ lo, trium phe!” the letters 
being written one over the other. 
Bnt it 
must be admitted that these t wo worthy 
symbols have for ages been assigned to in­ 
ferior seats in the hall of word signs—so to 
express it—or, to state the matter in plain 
language, they have been for centuries put 
last when they should have been put first. 
So far as the writer knows there is only one 
exception among modern languages, to wit, 
the Spanish, which has striven, in the face 
of not a little ridicule from sister tongues, 
to do justice to these two hardly-used fel­ 
lows of the noble guild of movable type, 
by having recourse to the following expe­ 
dient : W henever you may be required by 
the context to set a ? or ! at the end of a 
sentence, be sure to stand one on its head 
at the beginning. 
Notiiing, it would seem to the writer, 
could be more ridiculously illogical than 
asking a question or uttering an exclama­ 
tion, and then bring one s hand down with 
a vigorous thump on the table and roaring 
o u t: That was a question I asked ; that 
was an exclamation of horror (or con­ 
tempt) on my part. 
Now, reverse the old order; set things 
right and see in how logical and altogether 
admirable a manner these symbols per­ 
form their duties when placed at the be­ 
ginning of interrogative or exclamatory 
sentences : Gentlemen (this is the question ), 
.’ Are we slaves. ?M ast we perish like 
beasts in the field. 
Or, Friends (I cry out), 
¡Courage. Men (Iexclaim ), ¡Shame. 
In 
each of these examples the word in paren 
theses are merely inserted to show the of­ 
fice of ? and ! 
As the orator by such a 
notice or by the proper inflection of his 
voice informs us that he is asking a ques­ 
tion or expressing his pain or joy. so on 
the printed p3ge the symbol should b e so 
placed as to prepare our minds for the re­ 
ception of ihe interrogatory or exclama­ 
tion, and not come in at the"tail end, when 
nine times out of ten it is not needed at ali, 
provided tlie reader has intelligence enough 
to give the words their proper weight and 
significance. —American Baohmtiktr.

Untii several months ago, when the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury decided that the box 
ot the imported safety matches should pay 
duty as well as the match itself, the course 
of prices in tbe match trade had been stead­ 
ily downward since the abolition oí the 
internal-revenue tax of one cent on every 
hundred matches. 
The use of matches in 
the United States is now estimated by com­ 
petent authorities at eight a dav for every 
man, woman and child. 
Tli#*daily con­ 
sumption of matches in this country is not 
far from 500.000,000, to meet which we im ­ 
ported last year matches to the value of 
$31.000, and manufactured matches to the 
value of nearly $5,000 000. The first par­ 
lor match» » of this century were sold at the 
rate of $4 75 a hundred. The match con­ 
sisted of a wooden splint tipped with chlor­ 
ate of potash and sugar; when plunged in­ 
to a bottle containing sulphuric acid it 
caught fire. John Walker, an English­ 
man, invented lucifer matches sometime 
about 1820.

sometimes beech, birch, poplar or cedar.

cents for eighteen boxes, each box cor.tiin- 
ing 75 matches, or at the rate of 135 
matches for one cent. One pound of phos­ 
phorus is said 
to suffice for 1,000.000 
matches.
